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Day 


conviction 
reversed by KY 
Supreme Court 

The Kentucky Supreme 
Court gave the following 
opinion on the appeal of the 
2007 sexual abuse, third de¬ 
gree, conviction of Bradley 
Allen Day of Augusta. “Brad¬ 
ley Day received a three-year 
sentence following a jury 
conviction for sexual abuse, 
first degree. Day raises four 
issues on appeal. Because we 
find the trial court erred by 
telling the jury the penalty 
range for the lesser included 
offense during the guilt phase 
of trial, we reverse Day’s 
conviction and remand for 
further proceedings. As such, 
we will only address the re¬ 
maining three issues to the 
extent they are likely to occur 
in the event of a re-trial.” 

On the issue of evidence 
of flight they agreed with 
the lower courts in that the 
trial court did not abuse its 
discretion by admitting this 
evidence and such evidence 
is admissible on re-trial. On 
the issue of erring by admit¬ 
ting forensic evidence, they 
agreed with the Court of Ap¬ 
peals and found no evidence 
of abuse of discretion by the 
trial court. On the issue of 
comments made by the Com¬ 
monwealth, they did not ad¬ 
dress the issue since they re¬ 
versed his conviction. While 
reversing Day’s conviction, 
the KY Supreme Court re¬ 
manded his case to the circuit 
court for further proceedings.

CodeRED only 
as good as the 
numbers entered 

After reviewing the 
numbers from the CodeRED 
phone notifications for the 
tornado warning issued Fri., 
March 2, Community Safety 
Director Tony Mains has 
found that 80% of the calls 
made reached their intended 
destination. Of the 20% of 
the calls that were not deliv¬ 
erable, Mains found that 6% 
did not answer the call, 13% 
of the numbers were busy, 
and 1% went to a fax num¬ 
ber. Of the 6% that were not 
answered, it can be attribut¬ 
ed to incorrect or no longer 
in service numbers, numbers 
with no answering machines, 
or all circuits were busy. 
48% of the delivered calls 
were live answers, while 
32% went to an answering 
device such as an answering 
machine or voice mail. 

To ensure you are in the 
CodeRED alert system, log 
onto the Bracken County 
website at w ww. brae ken- 
county, ky.gov, and follow 
the link to the “CodeRED 
Community Notification En¬ 
rollment” page. From there 
you can enter land line and 
cell phone numbers. If you 
do not have internet connec¬ 
tion, you can call Bracken 
County’s Customer Service 
Center at 606-735-2700, 
Mon. through Fri., 8 a.m. to 
4 p.m. to supply your infor¬ 
mation over the phone.

The system is 
set up to send out 500 calls 
per minute.

From The Bracken Chronicle 
January 28, 1942 
Ira Craig sends story of 
the 1907 Flood Conclusion 

Gratitude over wells from 
a grateful heart whatever their 
walks in life may be. 

The Mayor’s office is 
occupied by Len Easton and 
family, colored. 

Saturday evening the 
whistle of the electric light 
plant sounded the fire alarm. 
The upper rooms of the build¬ 
ing is filled with flood refugees, 
and one of them, in preparing 
his evening meal, lighted a 
match which came in contract 
with some gasoline, starting a 
small blaze. It was soon ex¬ 
tinguished by our gallant fire 
chiefs, Marshal Jake Teel and 
Deputy Marshal Meadows. 
The incident caused a panic 
among the occupants. 

One of the pathetic fea¬ 
tures of the opera house is that 
a young child of Tom John¬ 
son’s is at the point of death 
in one of the cold and cheer¬ 
less room in front of the opera 
house, proper house. 

The grocers had to mi¬ 
grate to higher ground as well 
as the butchers. 

The stroke of the oar is 
getting to be quite a familiar 
sound, but not a musical one, 
under existing conditions. 

Some whom the waters 
have driven from their humble 


homes in the lowlands are liv¬ 
ing in tents, pitched in the city 
park. 

Above we made men¬ 
tion of the illness of the one- 
year-old son of Tom Johnson, 
a flood refugee at the opera 
house. Monday night the little 
one passed away. This is the 
second child Mr. Johnson has 
lost within a month, and the 
tenth one since his marriage. 

About six o’clock Sunday 
evening a fire occurred at the 
home of Mrs. Wesley Patter¬ 
son, on East Front Street. The 
blaze was caused by the water 
reaching a barrel of unslack 
lime. The flames were soon 
extinguished, the rescuers 
wading through water waste 
deep to save the dwelling, 
which was only slightly dam¬ 
aged. 

In the shadow of two 
floods in one year the people 
of the Ohio Valley, have a 
bright ray of hope. 

President (Theodore) 
Roosevelt says, March 14 th , 
1907, in his instructions to 
his recently appointed Inland 
Waterways Commission: Any 
plan for utilizing our inland 
waterways should consider 
floods and their control, the 
protection of bottom lands by 
overflow and the construction 
of dams and locks to control 
the movement of the waters.

When you sigh for heaven, remember: 

ff ...Christ...loved the Church, and gave Himself 
for it...That He might present it to Himself a glorious 
Church, not having spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; 
but that it should be holy and without blemish" (Eph. 
5:25,26). 

Too readily we forget that Christ loves us infinitely 
more than we love Him; that He paid the penalty for our 
sins on cruel Calvary and shed His life's blood that one day 
He might have us for Himself to share His glory with Him 
forever.

When the white of the eye 
(sclera) takes on a deep red, almost 
purple hue and becomes painful, 
it may be due to an inflammatory 
condition known as “scleritis”. 
Unlike milder “episcleritis”, which 
involves non-infected irritation 
and inflammation of the thin 
layer of tissue covering the sclera 
(the episclera), scleritis poses the 
risk of sever complication, and 
immediate diagnosis and treatment 
are highly recommended. In 
about half of the cases of scleritis, 
primary inflammation of the sclera 
is associated with autoimmune 
disorders such as rheumatoid 
arthritis and systemic lupus 
erythematosus. Once a distinction 
is made between scleritis and 
less threatening episcleritis, the 
condition may be effectively 
treated with topical steroids. The 
underlying cause should also be 
addressed.

Many of you are living 
with stress as you follow 
the NCAA Basketball 
Tournament whether you are 
UK Wildcat fans, or a fan of 
one of the many other major 
colleges. We recently read 
that from Feb. 5 through 
March 31 at least 605 
colleges will be participating 
in “RecycleMania” a contest 
held each year in conjunction 
with the NCAA Tournament 
to get colleges to increase 
the amount of recycling. Last 
year over 91 million pounds 
of material were composted 
or recycled, so organizers 
are hoping for that number 
to jump this year. Another 
interesting college fact 
comes from Michigan State 
University where researchers 
have found that concrete 
mixed with waste glass is 
stronger, more durable and 
more resistant to water. The 
cement contains 20% of 
finely ground waste glass, 
which creates a somewhat 
lighter colored concrete. The 
concrete is improved, less 
energy is needed to produce 
the milled glass making this 
one very positive way to use 
waste glass and keep it out of 
landfills. 

While we try our best to 
keep items from the landfills, 
we sometimes have no 
choice as the case with used, 
outdated or no longer wanted 
TVs.

BCMS 7th grade students dissect 
frogs for extra credit in science 



Every year one of the 
first questions students ask 
me is, “When do we get to 
dissect something?” Since 
dissection is no longer in 
the Kentucky Core Content 
for Middle School Science, 
there is no time or resourc¬ 
es. Last year, I told my 
7 th grade students if they 
wanted to dissect a frog I 
would stay after school and 
we would do it as an extra 
credit grade. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, since there is no fund¬ 
ing, students had to pay 
for the cost of their frogs, 
which wasn’t very expen¬ 
sive. Again this year, the 
same question was asked 
and we dissected frogs. 
This year, I had two classes 
with a total of 39 students. 
Students were able to see 
the external features, mus¬ 
cles, and internal organs. 
They were able to deter¬ 
mine whether their frogs 
were male or female based 
on their internal organs and 
this year most frogs were 
female. The first class had 
one frog with a severely 
swollen stomach. The stu¬ 


dents asked if they could cut 
the stomach open to see what 
was inside. There were 5 
fully intact beetles inside the 
stomach! At the end of the 
2 hour class, students were 
able to identify organs from 
every organ system in the 
frog body.

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Tornado Safety

Tornadoes are nature’s 
most violent storms. Spawned 
from powerful thunderstorms, 
tornadoes can cause fatalities 
and devastate a neighbor¬ 
hood in seconds. A tornado 
appears as a rotating, funnel- 
shaped cloud that extends 
from a thunderstorm to the 
ground with whirling winds 
that can reach 300 miles per 
hour. Damage paths can be in 
excess of one mile wide and 
50 miles long. Every state is at 
some risk from this hazard. 

Some tornadoes are clear¬ 
ly visible, while rain or nearby 
low-hanging clouds obscure 
others. Occasionally, torna¬ 
does develop so rapidly that 
little, if any, advance warning 
is possible. 

Before a tornado hits, the 
wind may die down and the 
air may become very still. A 
cloud of debris can mark the 
location of a tornado even if 
a funnel is not visible. Tor¬ 
nadoes generally occur near 
the trailing edge of a thunder¬ 
storm. It is not uncommon to 
see clear, sunlit skies behind a 
tornado. 

What to do 
Before a Tornado 

Be alert to changing 
weather conditions. 

Listen to NOAA Weather 
Radio or to commercial radio 
or television newscasts for the 
latest information. 

Look for approaching 
storms. 

Look for the following 
danger signs: 

• Dark, often greenish 

sky. 

• Large hail. 

• A large, dark, low- 
lying cloud (particularly if 
rotating). 

• Loud roar, similar to a 
freight train. 


• County warning sirens 
going off. 

If you see approaching 
storms or any of the danger 
signs, be prepared to take 
shelter immediately. 

What to Do 
During a Tornado 

If you are: 

• In a structure (e.g. resi¬ 
dence, small building, school, 
nursing home, hospital, fac¬ 
tory, shopping center, high- 
rise building) - Go to a pre¬ 
designated shelter area such 
as a safe room, basement, 
storm cellar, or the lowest 
building level. If there is no 
basement, go to the center of 
an interior room on the lowest 
level (closet, interior hallway) 
away from comers, windows, 
doors, and outside walls. Put 
as many walls as possible be¬ 
tween you and the outside. 
Get under a sturdy table and 
use your arms to protect your 
head and neck. Do not open 
windows. 

• A vehicle, trailer, or mo¬ 
bile home - Get out immedi¬ 
ately and go to the lowest floor 
of a sturdy, nearby building or 
a storm shelter. Mobile homes, 
even if tied down, offer little 
protection from tornadoes. 

• The outside with no 
shelter - Lie flat in a nearby 
ditch or depression and cover 
your head with your hands. 
Be aware of the potential for 
flooding. Do not get under an 
overpass or bridge. You are 
safer in a low, flat location. 
Never try to outmn a tornado 
in urban or congested areas in 
a car or tmck. Instead, leave 
the vehicle immediately for 
safer shelter. Watch out for 
flying debris. Flying debris 
from tornadoes causes most 
fatalities and injuries.

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KY Farm Bureau Beef Expo 
cracks $1 Million in gross sales 


The $1 million barrier 
fell at the 26th annual Ken¬ 
tucky Farm Bureau Beef 
Expo March 2-4 in Louis¬ 
ville. Beef Expo records were 
set for gross sales, average 
per head, and top price for a 
single lot, and several other 
records were shattered in the 
individual breed sales. 

“Many of the highest- 
priced lots were from Ken¬ 
tucky, including the sale 
topper,” Agriculture Com¬ 
missioner James Comer said. 
“These results show that 
Kentucky’s beef cattle indus¬ 
try and the Kentucky Farm 
Bureau Beef Expo have the 
well-deserved respect of 
cattlemen from all over the 
United States.” 

In all, 485 lots sold for 
$1,062,940, an average of 
$2,192 per head, in the 11 
breed sales and the pen heif¬ 
er sale. Gross sales were 24.1 
percent higher than the 2011 
total of $856,545, and the 
average was a 27.4 percent 
increase over last year’s av¬ 
erage of $1,720. 

The sale topper was an 
Angus female consigned by 
Boyd Beef Cattle of May- 
slick that sold for $27,000 to 
Bridges Beef Cattle of Shel¬ 
by, N.C.

In the junior show, 477 
animals entered the show 
ring, including 138 from 
Kentucky. 

“Being a beef cattle pro¬ 
ducer myself, I certainly ap¬ 
preciate the importance of a 
strong genetic base in a suc¬ 
cessful cattle herd,” Com¬ 
missioner Comer said. “So 
it’s especially gratifying to 
me that the Kentucky Farm 
Bureau Beef Expo is recog¬ 
nized nationwide as a source 
of top-quality seedstock. 
Congratulations to everyone 
involved for making this 
year’s Beef Expo a resound¬ 
ing success.”
